These constitute America’s best ana- 
teur records, and with whe solitary ex- 
ception of the broad jump and the two- 
mile run they are also the best in the 
world. Of the two exceptions noted, 
O'Connor has beaten Prinstein's mark 
by a few inches in the broad jump, while 
Shrubb's two-mile record js about !8 sec- 
ends faster than that of Alex Grant. 
These records, therefore, rurnish conclu- 
Bive proof that the United States is 
easily supreme in track and field athle- 
tics. 

Although the above records are the 
best on the books of the Amateur 
Athletic Union there are four of them 
which were not made in Amateur 
Athletic Union meets. These are the 
220-yard mark of 21 1!-5 seconds which 
Wefers made in the intercollegiate meet 
of 1896: the low hurdle record of Kraenz- 
fein, also made at the !ntercollegiates, 
the year being 1897; the broad jump 
mark of Prinstein made at Penny’s relay 
earnival in 1900, and the pole vault 
mark of W. Dray, which was made in 
the Yale-Harvard dual meet this spring. 
As though it were not enough glory for 
the collegians to have exclusive posses- 
sion of four of America’s best records, it 
might be added that seen of the re- 
maining |! records are “held and were 
made by men then in college. 

These include the Il-yard mark of 
Kelly; a University of Oregon student, 
the querter-mile record of Long, a for- 
mer Columbia student; the half-mile 
mark of Kilpatrick, who attended both 
Princeton and Union colleges; the ‘wo- 
mile mark made by Grant shortly after 
his graduation from Pennsylvania; the 
high hurdle mark which Kraensglein 
made while a freshman at Pennsy!- 
vania, and the shot put of Wesley Cor, 
whose college connections concluded 
Yale. Harvard, Oxford and Michigan. If 
there were any others which have claims 
on Coe they have not been recorded. coe 
was just fresh from Michigan when he 
heaved the shot 49 feet, 6 inches. 

One can never tell just when a record 
ef long standing is likely to §0 by the 
board, but there are at least three 
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fi) which are in serious danger of annihila- 


‘tion at the coming meet. The marks 
} referred to are those for the half-mile, 
one-mile and hammer = throw. Melvin 
ieeard, of the Irish American Athle- 
tie Club, is the man who ts likely to 
get Kilpatrick's half-mile record of 
$:53 2-5. Last summer Sheppard came 
4iwithin one-fifth of a second of this 
(mark, and had he been properly paced 
ihe undoubtedly could have gone in bet- 
iter than 1:53 2-5. Sheppard has been 
‘running better than ever this summer, 
and is now in record-breaking form. The 
only thing that stould prevent. his 
making a new mark ts the fact that 
there are no other half-milers in the 
sountry capable of making him run to 
wir. Sheppard will be obliged to set his 
pwn pace the entire distance, and if he 
gets a new record under these circum- 
stances it will be extraordinary. 
May Lower Conneffs Record. 


To say that any American runner has 
a chance to lower Conneff’s mark of 
4:15 2-5 for the mile, means that a new 
marve) has appeared. But there are not 
a few experts who think this can be ac- 
complished by Guy Haskins, the Univer- 
sity of Penneylvania man, who set a 
new intercollegiate record of 4:20 3-5 
last June.

Used Every Year. Weekly 
Consumption Put at Five 
Hundred Thousand. 


Henry Leach gives in Fry's Magazine some 
surprising statistics relating to a year's golf 
in the Unitéd Kingdom: 

“It has been reckoned that afthe height of 
the summer golfing season, when the players 
are busy everywhere, no ié¢ss than 600,000 
balls are used up every week. This, indeed, 
seems to be a most reagonable estimate— 
less than two balls per man per week, with 
an enormous percentake of players out on 
the links four or five days a week. It was 
semi-officially stated in June that one firm 
of makers, and that not by any means the 


biggest, was working night and day, and 
turning out 400,000 balls a week. Decidedly 
one-half million is well within the mark. 
Taking the whole year round, if you say one 
ball per golfer per week that is surely a very 
modest reckoning. It is practically « cer- 
tainty that it is an under estimate; but we 
will always be on the safe side in our caleu- 
lations, so that no one shal! complain of ex- 
aggeration. At that rate we have a grand 
total of 15,000,000 tmlis used up every year 
by the British golfers on British links. Fif- 
teen millions? Yes, let us see what we can 
do with these 15,000,000 besides play 6,060, - 
000,000 shots with them, which may be done, 
allowing four rounds to each bal! and a hun- 
dred strokes to each round; and what with 
footiers, women and childrén, you will find 
that a hundred is a very fair average, even 
if it is only the medal! winning score of the 
twenty-four handicap man. 

‘“Beven balls go to the lineal foot, and thus 
there are forty-nine of them in the square 
foot. It seems hard to believe that al) the 
balls of a year could, if pecked nicely to- 
gether after the fashion of eggs, be laid out 
in a fair-sized field of seven acres. But 
stay! We can give yott some fancy idea of 
what this annual ball crop really means af- 
ter all. There are seven to the foot—in one 
little lineal foot you have sufficient balls to 
last @ careful week-end player for a couple 
of months. Wow bring out the 80,000 caddies 
that are in the country and set them to work 
teeing the balis up right against and touch- 
ing each other in a line, beginning with 
the first at- Charing Cross, or, to bé more 
appropriate, on the Mid-Surrey course at 
Richmond.

PITCHERS HIT 
IN OLDEN DAYS 


Once upon a time there were pitchers os 
all, or about all, of the major league teams 
who had to be reckoned with when they 
faced the twirlers on the opposing nine. 
Where, oh, where, are the hard-hitting 
pitchers of today? Where is there one that 
is really great? 

Three pitchers have captured the blue rib- 
bon place in the National League in batting. 
The first was Al Mau!, of the Phillies, who 
batted for .450 in sixteen games in 1897. 
Maul was sent to the Quaker City from 
Nashville. and the scout who recommended 
him to Harry Wright wagered that in his 
first game A! would make a home run. The 
scout won the best, Maul clouting the ball 
over the left field fence—a hit that is still 
remembered in Quakerdom. 

Luby Batted .342 Clip. 

The next curver to biff his way to the 
fore was Jack Luby, of the Chicagos. He 
rapped for .842 in thirty games in 1890, and 
was considered a fine twirler as well as a 
natural hitter. He became ill the next year 
and had to retire, soon dying from consump- 


See Bill’’ Kennedy, mainstay of the 
Brooklyns for many years, was the third and 
last pitcher to lead the National League swat 
brigade. He achieved the feat in 1003 while 
with the: Pittsburg, betting for .368 in 
eighteen games, only ten of which were com- 
plete. 

The pitcher's box has been a stepping stone 
to greatness in the batting line. Jesse Bur- 
kett was a twirler before he was transferred 
to duty in the outposts, and he put to his 
credit the batting leaderships three times—in 
1895, 1804 and in 1901. 

Tip O'Neil worked for the New York Nation- 
ale when they were first organized. In 1887, 
when the rule was four strikes and four balis 
and a base on balle was counted both as a 
hit and as a time at bat. ‘‘Tip’’ hit for .402, 
Pete Browning having .471, Denny Lyons .469 
and Parisian Bob Caruthers .459. 

Commy Benched Nicol for Pitchers. 

Good hitters in the old association who 
were pitchers were Guy Hecker, Dave Fouts 
and Bob Caruthers, the two last named being 
so handy with the willow that Comiskey alter- 
nated them in the outfield and benched Hugh 
\Nicol, a grand little fielder and @ wonderful 
base runner. 

National Leaguers who could hit as well as 
pitch included Radbourne and John Ward. 
John Montgomery was so valuable in all di- 
rections that he finally gave up box work. 
Radbourne won the great 1 to @ eighteen- 
inning game between Providence and Boston 
in 1888 by a home run. 

While there are some twirlers hitting above 
900 this season, the honor rol! wil! shrink 
materially before the end of the campaign. 
However, many of the curvers will hit about 
the .842 mark. which is the general average 
in the major leagues.

Last of County Digests Re- 
ceived at the Capitol, 


INCREASE A HEALTHY ONE 


Nearly Equal to the Increase Which 
Was Recorded Last Year—Cor- 
poration Tax Returns and 
Assesaments Will Bring 
Total to 870,000,000. 


The last of the county tax digest was 
received at the office of the coinptroller 
general yesterday, and these bring up 
the total net gain for the whole state, 
over th2 tax returns for 1906, to $39,- 
319,053. 

The Constitution recently published a 
list showing the gains and losses in all 
but a dozen of the counties which had 
reported up to that time. 

The last two counties which were 
heard from yesteday were Burke, show- 
ing a gain of $139,078, and McIntosh, 
showing a gain of $30,145. 

Sixteen counties show losses aggre- 
gating $93!1,08!, which, deducted from 
the gross gain in 130 counties, gave the 
net gain for the !146 counties $39,319,- 
053, as stated. 

There is considerable doubt as to what 
sort of increase will be secured from 
the corperations this year, in view of 
the fact that the comptroller general's 
assessments are not being very abund- 
antly sustained by the boards of arbi- 
tration. 

The comptroller general, {n his assess- 
ments, increased the corporation re- 
turns a total of about $60,000,000. 
These are being cut down in some in- 
stances one-half and others two-thirds 
The final outcome will be to reduce the 
gain at least one-half from this source, 
or mak:ng !t about $30,000,000, which 
will give a total net gain for the state 
of $70,000,000. 

This will carry the total property val- 
uations in the state to about $700,000,- 
000. the highest it has ever been in the 
state’s history. The highest up to this 
year was in !860, when the slaves were 
property and the aggregate returns 
were $672,000.000. 

The increase in !906 over i905. as 
shown on the digests, was about $42.- 
000.000, and of corporations about 
$8,000,000. making a total gain for last 
year of approximately $50,000,000.

The Duluth ‘Herald, one of 
the influential papers of the northwesi, 
and a steadfast opponent of the whiskey 
traffic. takes the stand that beer is in 
reality a temperance beverage. 

The Duluth Herald says: 

“In thia age of temptation, with fa- 
natics and extremists on all sides, it is 
indeed hard to escape the delirium of 
extremes in everything that periains 
to the social uplifting of the human 
family. There are fitful waves of Tre- 
form under the guise of God, home agd 
native land, and still crime and dissipa- 
tion walk hand in hand and seem str; 
prised at the meagernegs of the harvest. 

“The tearing asunder of marriage 

defalcations and murders are fill- 
ing our jalis and almshouses full to 
overflowing, and yct there Seems to 0 
no remedy as the mil) of intemperance 
grinds on, The evil gas been fought by 
{niquitous prohibition laws, high license 
and local option, all of which have sig- 
nally failed to correct or even modify 
the evil. 

“The evils of intemperance -.Nave not 
been reached and never will be until 
there is a divorcement of whiskey and 
beer at public bars. Whiskey is qa drunk- 
ard's drink. while beer is an invigorat- 
ing, non-intoxicating tonic, containing 
only 31-2 per cent of aicohol,—a pure 
barley. malt and hop liguid food that 
should not be regulated bv high license 
as it never has and never will produce 
a drunkard. It may be misused by the 
glutton but it will not produce an al- 
coholic stomach or fire the brain to 
commit any of the acts complained of by 
society. Beer as a beverage is nature's 
drink and is so being classed by all 
thoughtful men and women. It has béen 
caught in bad company by being so0iu 
over the same bar with whiskey, the 
fluid that fires the brain, that creates 
an alcoholic stomach and sends its yic 
tims by millions to fill pauper graves. 
The qgnly reason whiskey Is tolerated is 
the revenue derived from it. The crusade 
against the drink habit, if conducted 
along rational lines, would acconlish 
much, but this must be done by élimi- 
nating the alcoholic drinks and pushing 
the introduction and sale of the non- 
intoxicant lager beer. This done, and sgo- 
clety will have no fault to find against 
the ills of intemperance, as they will be 
entirely void when liquor drinking 18 
pushed aside, as then the _ vile fusil 
olls in alcoholic beverages will not be 
allowed to ruin the body and soul.”’ 
Temperance Views of a Famous 

Editor. 

William Marion Reedy, editor of ‘Ihe 
Mirror,’’ in a recent issue of that paper 
declares that good beer ig the greatest 
influence in behalf of temperance in this 
country. 

He writes ag follows: 

“With the growth o® the beer industry 
and the steady improvement of its pro- 
duct has gone on a steady falling off in 
the consumption of the fiery fluids which 
so frequently, in early days, lured men 
into sottishness and influenced them to 
crimes, particularly crimes of violence. 
Where beer is sold there is order pre- 
siding over good nature. 

“For beer igs but mildly stimulating, 
indeed, its stimula*ion is nothing much 
stronger 2an a pervasive s@€nse of a 
freshening vigor. Properly made, beer is 
a food quite as much as it is a drink. 
It retnforces bodily tissues instead of 
disintegrating them. It soothes’ the 


nerves rather than racks them. It facil- 
itates the functions of what are called 
mental faculties instead of distorting 
and perverting and confusing them. Al] 
these assertions need no proof stronger 
than the results of ordinary observation. 
“Beer drinking Germany leads in pni- 
losophy and is unsurpassed in wit, in 
poetry. in art, in research. Germany !s 
so great that almost the whole of Eu- 
rope is endeavoring to form a league 
against her. In fictile skill Germany !s 
reeminent, for the trade mark, ‘made 
n Germany. has driven British manu- 
facturers almost to that rage of fear 
which is hate. Germany gives victorious 
commercial battle to all civilized coun- 
tries except the United States, in the 
markets of the world, and the people 
of the Unifed States have become witn? 
in the last twenty-five years a beer- 
drinking population. 
“Lord Salisbury spoke, tome years 
since, of ‘dying nations.’ Today Great 
Britain herself complains of deteriora- | 
tion in the stamina of her people. Salis- 
bury’s ‘dying nations’ were particularly 
Latine—the French, Spanish, Italians— 
all of them non-beer drinking nations. 
Great Britain drinks some beer. but her 
ruin is traceable to gin and spirits. 
France on the other hand is ‘bucking 
up,’ coincidently with the Frenchman's 
turning away from,gbsinthe, ‘the fairy 
with the green ey@8,’ and taking to his 
beer. The argument from contemporery 
history is in favor, of beer as a cantrip- 
utary agent towards the making of tne 
men who are to command and cortrol 
the future” -. re Ps =.

The counsel stated, and 
they had no other alternative in that 
posture of the cases, that they did not 
resist the preliminary injunctions, and 
would not appeal from the order grant- 
ing them and after being asked to 
present objections, if any they had to 
the orders, made none. 

“Every provision was made to s8e- 
cure the interest of passengers and 
shippers, by the exaction ‘of ample 
bond, as both the state laws and the 
rules of equity require unaer such clir- 
cumstances. Counsel on both sides 
and the court were making every effort 
to speed the cases. Neither the civil 
nor criminal docket was cailed in or- 
der that the rate litigation might have 
the preference. 

Tranquil for Four Months. 

“Not a complaint was made, from 
any responsible source at least, that 
the court had exceeded its jurisdiction 
or interferea with the rights of the 
state or the rightful authority of any 
of its officials. The people were con- 
tent that. the issue was in a forum 
where it belonged, and were willing 
that it should be settled there, and

The: text of the United States statutes 
which provide heavy punishment for 
every person who so interferes with 
the processes of the federal courts was 
read to the grand jurors. Any person 


Who “knowingly and wilfully obstructs, 


‘ 
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resists or opposes any officer of the 
United States in serving . any 
process’ is made subject, by section 
of the federal statutes, to im- 
prisenmént for not more than tweive 
months and a fine of not more than 
$300. 

The following-section, also read to 
the jury, provides a punishment of 4 
fine of not more than $500 or by im- 
prisonment not more than. three 
months, or both, for any person who 
‘corruptly or by threats or force en- 
@eavors to influence, intimidate or im- 
pede any witness or officer tn any court 
of the United States in the discharge of 
his duties, or corruptly or by force or 
threats obstructs or impedes or en- 
Geavors to obstruct or impede the due 
administration of justice.’ 

The court reviewed the litigation and 
fn various terms pointed out that no 
question of state’s rights is involved in 
the controversy. The caé@es clearly come 
within the jurjsdiction of the court, and 
are as clearly within those classes pre- 
scribed by the constitution of the Unit- 
ef States, the fundamental law of both 
nation and estate, as granted by the 
states to the federal guvernment for 
“regulation. 

"The terrible consequences that must 
ensue, should the orders of the court be 
disregarded and disobeyed, are pointed 
out by the court in the charge. 

As soon as the jury had been organ- 
fed Judge Jones began his charge. He 
frst instructed them verbally as to 
their duties in current matters, involv- 
fing ordinary violations of the federal 
stat utes. 

After speaking for pernaps five min- 
mtes the judge began reading his for- 
mal charge, regarding the opposition 
to orders of the court. Instantly there 
“was a hush in the court room and the 
few men who were present listened 
intently as he proceeded.

Words of Supreme Court.

JUDGE JONES AND THE RAILROAD QUESTION 


(From The Montgomery Advertiser.) 

The first governor to send a message 
to the Alabama legislature urging ac- 
tion that would curb the free pass evil 


was Governor Thomas G. VJones, in the! 


year 1890. The pasg was not an issue 
in the politics of Alabama then. It was 
discussed little and written about less. 

The people were indiffeent to the free 
pass and few considered it in the light 
of an evil, But with the foresight that 
has characterized him, Governor Jones in 
his first message to the legisiature urged 
it to pass a bill which would prevent 
state officials from accepting these favors 
from the railroads. 

He urged the legisiature in the same 
message to refrain from extending im- 
provident grants of power to corpora- 


; tions, and to restrict the giving and re- 


ceiving of such favors as would bring 
law makers and officers charged with the 
execution of the law under sympathetic 
obligations to these corporations seeking 
further favgrs. 

A bill embodying the recommendation 
of Governor Jones was prepared and in- 
troduced. It failed, but not for 
of his own personal interest in it, Dut 
because hig recommendation was in ad- 
vance of public sentiment . 

The dramatic scene in the constitution- 
al convention of i901! when Governor 
Jones had his misunderstanding with the 
president of the convention, a misunder- 
standing of which much was said and 
written, grew out of the question of per: 
liamentary privilege in disposing of a 
matter relating to passes and corporate 
favors. 

Opposed to Passes. 


Governor Jones as a member of 
convention heartily favored placing 
the constitution a self 
vision on, thé pass question, a provision 
which would, itself and without aid from 
the legislature, prevent the receipt 
and use of passes by state and judicial 
officials and members of the legslature, 
and which was finally embodied in the 
constitution. 

These are some bits of political his- 
tory that are brought forward in the 
interests of fairness and justice. Those 
which are already set down are perhaps

He was out fo> two years. 
out until there was a change in the 
management of the road. The general 
counsel of the road at that time was 
Colonel Russell Houston. a brother of 
Governor George 8S. Houston. Russell 
Houston entertained the highest opin- 
ions of the gifts and talents of the 
young lawyer and as soon as the man- 
agement was changed he brought the 
independent attorney back Into a legal 
connection with the road. 

This is bare history of Monteomery., 
The older lawvers know about it. The 
facts are beyond dispute. 


Defended the Commisaion. 


The railroads, In the 80's. threatened 
to become an issue In politics. Captain 
Bragg, chairman of the® commission. 
had several times taken issue with the 
roads on matters before the comr@® 
sion and he came to be regarded ar un- 
friendly to the roads Colonel 
at that time was representing Mont- 
gomery county in the legislature. He 
still had a connection with the practice 
of the Touisville and Nashville. 

An adroit move was made to cripple 
Captain Bragg and the other members 
of the commission. To prevent a fur- 
ther fight on the roads it was pro- 
posed to leave the railrond commission 
without salary by repealing the act 
which put the expense upon the rail- 
roads. With characteristic tndenend- 
ence, Colonel Jones refused to counte- 
nante such a proposition and fought ef- 
fectivelvy against It in the horse. 

Captain Braeg had onvosed Governor 
O'Neal for reelection—onnostn~ him bit- 
terly.

The agitators and their follow- 
ers, by covert words and @®nuendoes 
would teach the public to believe that the 
judge who must pass upon them cannot 
act fairly, because he was once the at- 
torney for one of the roads. Men whose 
guide is their’ own interest and who 
judge other men’s actions by What they 


would do in the same condition and un-, 


der the same circumstances, by intimi- 
dation innuendoes would seek to throw 
discredit on the action of a man whose 
own strength and probity they cannot 
understand. 

There are men, who knowing their own 
inclinations, can not give credit to the 
man who does not fear to do the right, 
whether it helps or harmg his own inter- 
est-who does not fear to do the right, 
regardless of his past and regardless of 
his future. They are willing to put their 
disbelief of the integrity and probity of 
any man’s character into a sneer and an 
innuendo. They can speak of a judges 
action being dictated by the influence ot 
his past environment. 

Some good men may accept as truth 
the significance of a sneer or the signifi- 
cance of an innuendo. 

Preferred Respect to Votes, 

In the celebration which *followed the 
nomination of Governor Jones by the 
democratic convention there was carried 
a transparency which ore these words, 
a quotation from one of his campaign 
addresses: 

‘sy would rather have your respect than 
your votes.” 

That much, at least, has always beer 
given him by the people of the state. It 
has been given freely, because the 
strength and integrity of his public life 
has defied criticism, but an innuendo is 
a cowardly thing that refuses to come 
out into the open. The respect that has 
gone to the United States judge who was 
governor of Alabama, has the splendia 
basis of the record of a long public 
career lived out in the open. The record 
was written in other yearg and there was 
then no forecast of the issues that are 
arisén today. Out of the record some in- 
ticents are here lifted to show the man- 
ner of man he is who was governor and 
is the judge who will first pass upon the 
justice of the legislation, now halted by 
a challenge. The record for a brief pit ie 
to be studied—that good men who want 
the truth may find it, and finiding it so 
make their conclusions, 

Late in the seventies, Thomas G. Jones, 
then a promising young lawyer, was 4 
member of the firm of Judge Samuel F. 
Rice’s law firm. The firm represented 
the South and North railroad. The ju- 
nior member of the firm was aiso a meéem- 
ber of the city council. 

The depot of the South and Nortn 
was situated near the present Louisville 
and Nashville yards, beyond the culverts 
that empty into theriver. It was a hard 
and inconvenient situation for the people 
of Montgomery. It was equally incon- 
venient for all through passenger traffic, 
for when the trains arrived in North 
Montgomery, passengers had to take 
hacks and baggage had to be loaded on 
wagons for transfer to the depot of the 
Mobile and Montgomery railroad situated 
mear the site of the preesnt station. 


Lost His Railway Job. 


The South and North had entered into 
a contract with the city to bring their 
tracks over the culvert and erect a depot 
at the foot of Commerce street, but there 
was a delay in the beginning of the 
work, a kong delay which led to the be- 
lief that the road was disinclined to spend 
the large sum of money required. 

In the city council, Alderman Jones, 
representing the fourth ward in the 
city of Montgomery inside the council 
chamber, and representing the South 
and North Railroizd in legal business on 
the outside, did not hesitate as to where 
his, duty belonged. He took the initia- 
tive and presented a resolution com- 
pelling the road to complete its con- 
tract and build the depot at the foot of 
@ommerce strect. '

He asserted the Mont- 
gomery Gas Light Company had no 
right to a renewal of its ex@usive fran- 
chise to the use of the streets for sup- 
Plying gas and fought to prevent the ex- 
tension. Josiah Morris, the famous 
Montgomery banker, was a warm friend 
of Colonel Jones, and also a client. The 
coungll had to determien whether Mr. 
Morris, who was surety on City Clerk

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FIRST FRUITS OF LEGISLATIVE NEGLECT. 


Georgia's legislature cannot plead lack of sufficient warning in defense 
of its failure to enact certain laws which were demanded for the protection 
of th people and of interests which had every right to seek its aid. 

The first truits of legislative neglect have come in the action of the 
directors ofthe ‘‘entral of Georgia Railway Company in reducing the inter- 
est upon its seconi| income bonds, and cutting out altogether the holders 
of the third incomes from participation in the past year’s profits. 

The legislature knew this step was in contemplation, despite the fair 
promises which came from the New York end that everything was all right 
and that this interest would be peid. . 

The Constitution told them so almost every day! 

And yet, ignoring interests—largely Georgia interests—which had every 
right to demand their protection, that body busied itself with a lot of theo- 
retical “reforms,’’ creating more offices to draw salaries from an already 
depleted state treasury, and neglecting or disagreeing about most of the 


very things which were promised.the people in the Macon platform. 
it was proposed’ to do a real serviée for these interests in the enactment 
of a law which has already stood the test in New York state; but the 


measure was stifled. And even the so-called “people’s lobby” failed to raise 


its voice in its behalf. 
But even if there was sufficient and weighty reason for postponing action 


on this matter, the some end could have been accomplished, as well as 
things of wider and vaster importance to the people of the state, in the 
enactment of the resolution vroviding for investigation of the strange and 
questionable Central-Southern Perry-Thorne_ transaction and* its doubtful 
aealing witp the constitution of the state. 

Had that investigation been ordered by the general assembly, an action 
which a true spirit of reform would have prompted, it is safe to say, in 
the face of the promised publicity it would have involved, the Central’s 
directors would not have wassed that dividend on the income bonds.

In the closing days of the last session of congress, Hon. Charles R. Davis, 
be Pete es. introduced a bill in th. house of representatives which is row 

ng uational attention. It is a bill which affects every home and prac 
ically every man, woman and child throughout the United States. 

The general purpose of the bill is to have the government cooperate with 
the states in providing technical secondary education in agriculture, me 
chatic arts and home economics. One feature of the bill followed almost 
the «xact verbiage of a bill introduced last year by Judge W. C. Adamson, 
of Gcorgia, which sought to appropriate annually from the national treasury 
the sum of $2,500 to each branch experiment station now established or 
herezfter to be established im any state or territory. A similar pill calling 
for 4n appropriation of equal size for this purpose-was introduced by Colonel 
Livingston in the house and by Senator Clay in the senate. 

‘lhe representative from Minnesota proposes to go even farther in ex- 
teniing federal aid to the states than the gentlemen from Georgia. In addi- 
tion .o the annual appropriation to the branch experiment stations, such as 
have already been established in each congressional district in Georgia, he 
would have the government appropriate annually a sum of money equal to 
10 vents per capita of the population of each state. 

under the operation of this law, if passed, Georgia would receive an 
nua iy from the government $27,500 for her district agricultural schools, in 
addition to the sum carried under the Morrill bill. Further than this, the 
State would be given 10 cents ._per capita for more general education. Ao 
co ‘ding to the last census, Georgia had 2,216,331 people. Today she probably 
has ai least 2,500,000. Her share would thus be $250,000 annually. 

Georgia has already given to her district agricultural schdols land ant 
money equivalent to the sum of $300,000. She is appropriating for the cause 
of eijucation almost $2,500,000 annually. Add to this an appropriation o: 
}800,000 from the government, and the vast work which could be done fo: 
the cause of education becomes apparent. 

More widespread agricultural and technical training will mean better 
equipped and more successful farmers, more efficient and capable laborera, 
@ more successful and happy people. The training given the young women 
in home economics will produce a race of better equipped wives and moth- 
ers; women who can make their homes more tidy and comfortable and 
healthful and who con maintain their domestic establishments at less ex- 
pense from the knowledge gained of how to do it. 

These are only a few of the results to be accomplished by education. 
it does not need the prophetic eye of the’ political economist, or the trained 
vision of the domestic economist, to see the blessings of this new regime. 
‘Taking the estimate of the census bureau that our country has 85,000,000 


people at present, it is safe to say that 33,000,000 are engaged in what the 


political economists call “gainful” occupations. All these people, with the 


exception of two or three million, are interested in the science of agriculture 
and in mechanic arts education. In the homes of these people are some 
45,000,000 mothers and sisters interested in home economics education. 
Suppose the value of all these 55,000,000 workers in the industries and 
in the homes of the country be placed at $1 per day. The total value of 
their work in a year of 300 working days is $16,500,000,000 annually.

Even if they pati their true a/ 
valorem tax, they would stffl bear no part of 
the extra tax by way of poll taxes, amount- 
Ing to over $300,000 per annum, and the 
hundreds of thousands pati every year tn h- 
censes and occupation taxes to state qnd city 
by the people generally tn addition to the 
Property tax. But fmasmudh as these cor- 
porations enjoy special privileges from the 
government which are largely made the basis 
of their wealth, there is the more reason why 
they ehoul bear even an extra burden of 
the expense of government, and this principle 
is being carried out tn all etates with mod- 
ern ideas. We allow them to get off more 
lightly than, anyone else. Yet when {ft was 
proposed to levy a moderate occupation tax of 


1 per cent on gross receipts which. added to 
what they now pay to the state, would have 
been less than 1 per cent on their AgBes se} 
value and less than one-half of 1 per cent 
on their true valuée—with a majority voting 
against the measure—the corporations were 
able to snap their fingers at us.

interested in the big corporations must 
amount to nearly a half million.

Washington, August 24.—With some

| computed that it cost only $54.37 to op- 


erate a passenge- train of two coaches 
and a baggage car on the North Car- 
Olina railroad from Galdsboro to Greens- 
town, a distance of 134 miles. By the 
same method of deduction the speaker 
calculated that the revenue from this 
train would amount to $380, and the 
difference would be the profit to the 
railroad. He took the position that in 
this manner the cost of operation and 
the revenues of the Southern Rallway 
System could be computeg to refute 
the testimony gixen yesterday by Mr. 
Spencer that it cost an average of $!.03 
per train a mile to operate a passenger 
train in the state, and that the reve- 
nues from the train would average 
$1.25 per train miles, including mail 
and express. 

This was the feature today of 
hearing in the North Carolina rate 
case before Special Master Walter A. 
Montgomery, ar pointed by United 
States Circuit Judge Pritchard to take 
the evidence. 

Mr. Justice began his inquiry by ask- 
ing the cost of labor supplies on the 
train, and all such expenses’ that 
could be approximated, but there were 
60 many expenses involved on which 
the witness had no knowledge, that the 
speaker incorporsted in the list a num- 
ber of guesses. At the conclusion, Mr, 
Spencer characterized the deduction as 
“the wildest of speculation.’’ 

When the cost of operation had been 
estimated, Mr. Justice calculated that 
such a train would carry an average 
of one hundred passengers, half of 
which would be first-class and half sece- 
ond class, and that these would pay an 
average of $3.90, while the old rate is 
a total of $3.90 for the trip. 

He asked the witness if he did not 
know that it had been shown that the 
Southern makes more than 200- ver 
cent on its passenger business. mr, 
Spencer replied that result was ‘merely 
a numerical calculation on assumed fig- 
ures.’’

eos Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, August 24.—The Financier says: 
“The official statement of the New York as- 
sociated banks last week, as was the case in 
the previous woek, failed fully to reflect the 
loss of cash, which is the estimate on basis 
of the trade movement of money during the 
week. The contraction in loans, however, 
which contributed to a decrease in reserve 
requirements, though a reduction in deposits, 
caused an jmcrease in surplus reserve. It 
may be noted, though, that the statement 
was made upon declinig averages for cash, 
owing to the transfer for $1,000,000 to the in- 
terior on Friday; so that bank conditions 
were really not as favorable as appemred by 
the returns. The cash loss reported by the 
statement was $2,086,100: estimated decrease 
of about four and a quarter millions. Gen- 
eral deposits decrease $11,803,700, the result 
of the cash loss and of the contraction of 
$8,070,100 in loans; hence the reserve re- 
quirements were reduced $8,760,486. Deducting 
from the loss of cash left $682,385 as the in- 
crease in surplus reserve to $8,976,400 

‘It may be observed that the loans have 
fallen during the past three weeks, in which 
stocks have continuously been reduced to 
$88,750,000, while in this interval the decrease 
in cash has been $10,250,000. 

“The daily average of bank clearings last 
week wes $230,000,000, againt $286,000,000 in 
the previous week. Clearings on Saturday, re- 
flecting Friday's business, were $31,526,882.’’

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WHERE MEN AND WOMEN CARRY CROSSES 
IN TOKEN OF PENITENCE FOR THEIR SINS 


“Jpecial Cable. 

Brussels, August 24.—Where the light 
ig sharpest the shadow is deepst: and 
it is close to Ostend—the bright, the 
haughty, the fashionable, and the gay— 
that a most solemn religious ceremony 
fs annually observed, and that at the 
moment when this ‘‘queen of watering 
places,’’ with all her attractions, is at 
her fullest. 

The scene is Furnes, a small town not 
far from Dunkirk on the French fron. 
tier within easy reach of Ostend, and 
the time is the last Sunday in July. the 
date—originally in. May—having been 
Changed perhaps in omer to convenience 
Summer visitors. The religious cere- 
mony, which brings hundreds of people 
into the little town in pilgrim’s garb, 
consists of a penitential procession 
through the streets, the story of 
Christ's life and Passion being set forth 
by living characters as described in the 
New Testament with certain introduce 
tory elements from the Old. What 
makes the procession especially striking 
Is the part played by the penitents who 
Publicly play many of the characters 
68? perform other acts of contrition, and 
who for hours tramp through the ill- 
paved streets under a broiling summer 
sun or stumble barefoot through the 
water and mud in wet weather. Thus 
the part of Christ at the moment of his 
erucifixion has for .many vears been 
taken by a burgomaster of an import- 
ant neighboring town, and like his great 
Prototype he drags an enormous cross. 
Behind him comes a crowd of men and 
Women who also carry” great. solid 
crosses, which are borne in different po- 
sitions according to a vow. They are 
\atompletely disguised, these men and 
women, being covered with black gar- 
ments from head to foot, so that except 
for height it is impossible to tell a man 
from a woman. 

More leaders of fashion of both sexes 
than any one realizes slip away quietly 
from Ostend and elsewhere when the 
Furnes procession comes on, and com- 
pletely disguised take their places 
among the penitents, having previously 
obtained a certificate of repentance 
from their religious adviser. and the 
‘secret of identity is closely kept. Only 
the finer turn of a woman's shapely 
ankle, the extra care bestowed on a 
man’s feet, the glimpse of fine lace 
under the coarse black skirt, the cult{- 
vated tone in a voice at prayer, give 
any indication as to the postion of 


those who pass along in the procession. | 


All are completely covered, with merely 
holes for the features; all wear black 
gloves so that the hands may afford no 
clue and ostentatiously carry white 
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handkerchiefs, large 
sumably for penitentia] tears), 
are barefoot. 

This curious penitential procession 
seems to have originated in 1100 when 
Count Robert of Flanders came from 
Palestine, bringing home a piece of the 
true Cross. He formed a loca] branch 
of the Society of the Cross, which 
adopted this method—then much in 
vogue in mystery plays—of teaching the 
ignorant the Bible story by exemplifica- 
iion. : 

The great Furnes pfocession starts at 
half-past 3 o’clock from a small street 
behind the church so as to allow of 
pilgrims coming from some distance. 
Playing the penitent in the Furnes pro- 
cession is, it must be explained, no light 
and easy task. It means downright 
hard work. for,.muffled as the piigrims 
are, it involves replacing hWses and 
dragging great carts and lorries, or 
bearing on the shoulders awkward, 
heavy platforms on which are placed the 
wooden figures that represent the sta- 
tions of the cross with which the pro- 
cession of living characters is diversi- 
fied. It means staggering along With 
top-heavy banners without seeing where 
you are going, the hard stones bruising 
delicate feet: it means carrying mé@tal 
explanatory notices in aching arms for 
hours at a time, and all the while re- 
citing penitential psalms. No; playing 
the repentant sinner at Furnes is far 
too arduous for any one to undertake 
ii who is not in earnest. 

As with most religious fetes On tNe 
continent, the annual fair is held at 
the same time, and again repentance 
and riot somehow seem to go hand in 
hand. All the morning there is an in- 
tolerable din from merry-go-rounds in 
the Grande Place which it would seem 
impossible to quell, but when the mo- 
ment for the church to have sway 4r- 
rives a great bell tolls solemnly. ine 
ubiquitous ‘‘Stars and Stripes for Ever’ 
given forth from the brazen throat of 
a steam carrousel stops short with an 
angry snort, the peasants hurriedly dis- 
mount from their awkward, wooden 
steeds and drop on their knees, hastily 
reciting their prayers, and a sudden §1- 
lence swallows up the mirth like a fog. 

Round the corner, looking as if it had 
but just emerged from the middle ages, 
comes the great Furnes procession head-

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showed quite a personal pride in their, 
 discomforture, and drew public gttention 
constantly to it. 

The couple which represented Mary 
and Joseph seeking Jesus were also of 
those who took their role seriously, for 
they constantly sought him even 
amongst the crowd of onlookers tnrong- 
ing the pathways. This induced a stolid- 
looking old peasant woman, who had 
perhaps been worried by lost children 
herself, to confide in a stage wiisper to 
Mary, “He is in front with the doctors.” 
The invidious character of Mary Mag- 
dalen was filled by a penitent, too, whose 
anonoymity was well preserved by her 
| flowing tresges, which quite concealed her 
face, and which were more luxurious 
than natural. She was entirely cover- 
ed, too, by an enormous black crape 
veil. At her side walked unnecessarily 
virtuous-looking little girls carrying the 
Magdalen's jewels on velvet cushions. 
Judging from the size of the pearls 
they must have been of priceless value. 

Quite the prettiest part in this proces- 
sion and which roused many varied 
emotions. was the entry of Christ into 
Jerusalem mounted on the ass. It was 
a pity that I should have seen the man 
who took this part arrive late running 
and mount his steed in front of the Ho- 
tel de Ville. He was extremely angry 
about something and seemed to have 
great powers of abuse. However, he 
quickly called up a “penny-in-the-slot- 
works-instantly’’ smile and with uplift- 
ed benedictory hand started forth. Be- 
fore him went a throng of children and 
women, “daughters of Jerusalem,’ who, 
clad in picturesque eastern dress, gave 
him a sweet welcome, singing while 
they waved great palm leaves 4 most 
charmingly-concerted Hosannah hymn. 
If sometimes the eimple conception and 
arrangement of this quaint procession 
brought an occasional smile to the lips, 
this group on the contrary called sym- 
pathetic tears to the eyes. The blue 
summer sky, the bright coloring of the 
dresses, the old and narror streets, the 
crowd (principally made up of humble 
fishing folk from the coast), and the lt- 
tle chanting party of girls and women 
passing along heralding the coming of 
that sad, quiet figure in white all helped 
to make up a scene which to a fe- 
aponsive mind was not so very far away 
from the original. ‘‘The Last Supper, 
in wood and mounted on a cart, caused 
a smart revulsion of feeling, for the fig- 
ures were mere busts that wobbled and 
nearly upset with every joit over the 
stones. The same thing can be said of 
“ITMhe Garden of Olives,” ‘‘The Treason 
of Judas,”’ the actual “Crucifixion,” and 
‘The Resurrection.” “The Denial of 
Peter’ was again one of those items 
that provoked the unintentional smile, 
for a more seedy-looking wooden Peter 
it would be hard to find, while the stuf- 
fed cock which appeared as if it had 
geen many a fray had climbed a tree, 
perhaps to escape vengeance at Peters 
hands. , 

And so the story of the Passion rolled 
on. told thus by living examples and 
mere figures, until presently Pilate came 
in view with his soldiers dragging the 
chained thieves dressed in red and bear- 
| ing their crosses. Finally. amid a tense 
| silence the Christ himself advanced, the 
| bowed figure wearing his crown of 
- | thorns and clad in the mock emblem ot 
sovereignty, the purple robe. This char- 
acter. as has been ‘already said, is filled 
every year by the mayor of an import- 
ant neighboring town, who for some 
especial private reason performs a pen- 
ance by dragging an immense cross pub- 
licly through the streets of Furnes in 
imitation of the founder of his faith. 
Hie face is quite hidden by the falling 
hair. The acting is painfully good, and 
at times the representation is almost 
unbearably real. Three times as in the 
Bible story he falls to the ground. be- 
ing goaded and flogged by the soldiers 
to continue his task. To say that this 
is painful is not in any way to cours? 
the impression left even on the mos 

88. 
ee hows one of the most striking 
ecenes of this remarkable procession. 
Hundreds of barefoot penitents 4ppear 
dragging as best they can-—some in one 
position, some in another, according to 
their vows—enormous heavy crosses. 
Slipping and stumbling under the weight, 
and gasping with fatigue as they slow- 
ly pass along, every now and then some 
more delicate or feeble penitent drops 
from the ranks to be restored by those 
near. A few moments’ rest and they 
go forward again to finish their penance. 
Round and round the town g0es the 
procagpion till scarce a street has not 
been visited, then so back to the Grande 
Place, where the cortege disappears 
round the corner whence it emerged 
looking as if the middle ages had swal- 
lowed it up till next year. The penitents 
sliip away unostentatiously and return 
secretly to their homes. 

On Holy Thursday Furnes sees yet an- 
other quaint and impressive procession. 
Then at midnight all the religiously dis- 
posed assemble again and in darkness 
and solemn silence grope their way pray- 
ing piously from one station of the cross 
to another. J. E. WHITBY. 
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procession, which is 
divided into groups, each being pre- 
er-wreathed head, a white robe, and 
wings holds forth in a most aggra- 
vatingly dictatorial tone of voice. She 
explain her own particular party like 
some personally-conducting guide, har- 
angues the crowd, and apostrophises hér 
charges with a fluency that speaks of 
much practice and with a superiority of 
manner that is amusing. The first 
group comprised the prophets, who fol- 
lowed the first angel quite patiently,con- 
sidering all things, indifferent to her 
remre™ms perhaps in that as he paced 
each was steadily reading aloud from 
a great book his own particular prog- 
nostic of things without any regard to 
his rivals; Moses led the way, represent- 
ed by a fine man with a magnificent 
white wig adorned with two golden 
horns and with his face, which ‘‘the peo- 
ple could not look upon,” slightly gilded 
with gold dust. He carried his tables of 
stone in a stolid proud silence and left 
the prophesying to his followers, 

Then came David and Gollath, David 
played by an extremely perky-looking 
little boy evidently enjoying even the 
suggestion of having worsted the giant, 
and carrying his stone and sling as if 
he would much like to have a go at 
somebody then and there. David asa 
man clad in his grandest regal mantle 
and wearing magnificent jewelled crown 
was not the king in all his glory, but 
David repentant, for he walked with 
bowed head covered up in an immense 
piece of black crape. Angels bore his 
train, and his three punishments—war, 
pestilence, and famine—stalked beside 
him, uncomfortable fellow travelers. 
David's guardian angel seemed to me to 
have much to say to him in a high loud 
voice, and I wondered whether if he 
were actually a penitent she had been 
primed to hit wpon any tender spots in 
his conscience. It must be explained 
that whenever a pilgrim elects to play 
one of the characters in the procession 
the wig (and they are splendid wigs, 
coming expressly from Paris) is so ar- 
ranged as to fall over the face and pre- 
vent detection.

Abuse of Bitters in Drinks. 
(From The Lancet.) 

There is a curious species of drug habit 
(for we can ¢all it by no other name) growing 
up among athletes and others made thirsty 
by drastic exercise which calls for comment. 
The monotony of drmnks or the craze for 
something fresh no doubt accounts partly for 
this departure, but we fee! sure also that a 
gradually increasing knowledge of drugs and 
¢heir uses ig a contributory factor. The lay- 
man learns that in certain circumstances bit- 
ters, for example, do good; they stimulate the 
nerves of taste and induce refiex effects which 
serve to aid the digestive process. Appetite is, 
in short, arouged and a zest for a meal is re- 
garded as a sign of satisfactory health. 

The drinking of bitters, associated unfortu- 
nately as it always ie with alcohol in some 
form, thus easily becomes a habit. The choice 
of a ‘‘bitter’’ for the purpose is widening, s0 
that now men may be found calling for soda 
water and quinine, and the demand is not 
likely to be refused by the managers of a 
department which is profitable. Vermuth is 
fixe favorite with a good many, and a consid- 
erable quantity is consumed at golf clubs, the 
drinker of !t being quite unconscious of the 
fact, as described in our text books, that oll 
of wormwood ‘‘is a convulsive poison.’’ We 
may not unreasonably expect gentian, calum- 
ba, chiretta and so on shortly to be added to 
these materia medica of the athietes’ drinking 
bar. If this after all does not constitute a 
drug habit we are very much mistaken.

Paris, August 24.—A dramatic case 
which in some ways recalls the recent 
Balmaceda-Waddington trial at Brussels 
came to an end yesterday at Bastia, 
Corsica. 

Phillippe Antonett!, bis brother Jules 
annd his |8-year-old sister, a handsome_ 
dark-eyed girl, Angele, were found guilty 
in connection with the murder of a 
young French infantry officer Viscomte 
de Geyer d’'Orth. 

The Heutenant had joined his regiment 
a few months before the tragedy. He 
took his meals ata loca] hotel, and there 
he was waited upon by the girl Angele. 
Each evening the girl returned after her 
day’s work to her parents’ nome. 

Vow of Vengeance. 

One evening she failed to come home. 

Next morning the girl went to the 
landlady of the hotel where she was 
employed and said that WUleutenant 
\d’Orth for some time past had been mak- 
ing love to her and she reciprocated his 
affection. 

She confessed that she had spent the 
previous night at the lieutenant’s apart- 
ments and was afraid to go home. 

When the girl's father and brothers 
learned what had happened tney vowed 
that they would avenge the family hon- 
or. The two brothers called on the of- 
ficer, who received them sitting at his 
dressing table with a loaded revolver in 
front of him. They demanded that the 
lieutenant should make amends by mar- 
rving Angele. 

The officer not only refused to marry 
her, but denied that he had wronged 
her. . 

Shot Down in the Street. 

Lieutenant d'Orth, fearful of what 
might happen, began to gO about accom- 
panied by one of his fellow officers. 
But, despite his precautions, which in- 
cluded an appeal to the police, the ven- 
detta was executed a few aays later. 
As the lieutenant was coming out of a 
tobacco shop he was fired at and mor- 
tally wounded by Phillippe antonetti. 

He was taken to’a hospital, where he 
made the following deathbed deposition 
to a magistrate: 

“TI know that I am dying, and I wieh 
to state upon my honor that there is 
absolutely no truth in the report that 7 
seduced the girl, Angele. She never 
Stayed the night at my rooms. TI have 
done no harm to her whatever, nor to 
her brother, who shot me.” 

After the murder Phillippe fled to the 
mountains, and his brother and sister 
were arrested. After a week or so Phil- 
lippe returned and gave himself up. 

Avenger of His Sister. 

His defense at the trial was that he 
considered he was right according to the 
“unwritten law” In avenging his sister's 
honor. He also pointed out that after 
the officer's death threes tove letters 
were found upon him. 

The public prosecutor, however, told a 
very different story. He said that the 
whole tale of the seduction of the young 
girl was a disgraceful attempt to black- 
mail the officer. 

The-brothers knew that the officer was 
already married and that his wife was 
suing for a divorce. It was supposed, 
therefore, that as the officer was not in 
a position to marry until the divorce 
had taken place, he would pay over a 
sum of money to Angele. 

The whole interest of the case, there- 
fore, turned on whether this was a crime 
of revenge, in which case no Corsican 
jury would ever convict, or a disgraceful! 
piece of blackmall. 

The jury took the latter view and 
found all the prisoners guilty. 

Phillippe, the murderer, was sentenced 
to penal servitude for life; Jules, to ten 
years’ transportation, and the girl, five 
years’ imprisonment. She crted loudly 
and fell into a fainting fit on hearing 
the sentence.

Paris, August 24.—Resemblances 
tween criminals and ‘monkeys are 
traced by Professor Cesare Lombroso, 
the Italian professor of criminology, in 
& note which he sends to the “Temps” 
this evening on the hands of Soleilland, 
whose trial] for the murder of a little 
girl provided Paris with the last cause 
celebre. 

The professor puts forward two the- 
Ories after having examined the photo- 
graphs of Soleilland’s hands—the first, 
that Soleiiand shows certain resem- 
blances to the monkey tribe; the second, 
that his organisms were not symmetri- 
cal. 

He poirts out that in one photograph 
of the palm of the right hand the line 
from the little finger to the wrist. in- 
stead of being a convex: curve, is a 
straight line, which is practically a pro- 
longation of the line of the forearm. In 
addition, in place of two oblique lines 
across the palm,-the hand shows only 
one, which is horizontal. He says that 
these peculiarities have been noticed 
in the case of monkeys, epileptics and 
born criminals. 

In addition, the second and third fin- 
gers are of equal length, ang the little 
finger is abnormally separated from the 
third. This, Professor Lombroso says, 
is a sign of asymmetry which, consid- 
ered in conjunction with the fact that 
Soleilland has the iris of his eyes in two 
colors, leads one to suspect asymmetry 
in the thorax and the brain.

“But,” he continued, “to go on and tell 
them, as in some American schools, that 
you are morally wrong in drinking 2 
glass of wine and to do so is taking pois- 
on is unscientific twaddle, and is abso- 
lutely wrong.

& tion of metals—the dream of the 
ancient alchemiste—is at last the 
actual accomplishment of modern chem- 
istry. No less a person than Sir William 
Ramsay, the famous English scientist, 
has just made a discovery which it is 
predicted will ultimately revolutionize 
modern metallurgy. Before long, scien- 
tists may be able to change baser metais 
into gold and to ‘‘degrade’’ certain ele-. 
ments into copper. 
If anyone else than Sir William Ram- 
say had made such an announcement,

At the end of this 
month, Sir William Ramsay will deliver 
an address before the chemica] society 
in which he. will set forth the various 
Processes by means of which he has 
achieved the transformation of one form 
of metal into another. At present, he 
does not lay any distinct claim to “‘mak- 
ing gold” or any such revolutionary 
achievement. His scientific statement of 
the facts, however, certainly implies 
this;

“In 1903, it was shown by Mr. Soddy 
and myself that the spontaneous change 
of the emanation from radium results in 
the formation of helium. This observa- 
tion has-been confirmed by Indrikson, 
by Debierne, by Giesel, by Curie and 
Dewar, and by Himstedt and G. Meyer. 

“When the radium emanation is in 
contact with and dissolved in water, 
the inert gas which is produced by its 
chunge consists mainly of neon; only a 
trace of helium could be detected. 

“When a saturated golution of copper 
sulphate is substituted for water, no 
helfum is produced; the main product 
is argon, possibly containing a trace of 
for some of the stronger of its 
lines appear to be present. The residue 
after the remove] of the copper from 
this solution showed the spectra of so- 
dium and of calcium; the red lithium 
line was-also observed, but was very 
faint. This last observation has been 
made four times, in two cases with cop- 
per sulphate, and in two with copper 
nitrate; all possible precautions were 
taken, and similar residues from lead 
nitrate and from water gave no indica- 
tion of the presence of lithium: nor was 
lithium detected in a solution of copper 
nitrate.”’ 

Asked what he considered the conclus- 
ive results of his experiments, Profes- 
sor Ramsay said: 

“The remarkable results appear to in- 
dicate the following Hne of thought: 
From its inactivity, it Is probable that 
radium emanation belongs.to the helium 
series of elements.

Ar- 
guing-by analogy, as he plainly points 
out, it should be possible to build up 
other: metals, ‘even gold, from their ele- 
ments by the same process.

HS SUCCESSOR 


Has Aranged ~for Salvation 
Army's Next Chief, 


He Says the Same Electric Filash 
Which Heralds His Death Would 
Announce a New General, 

His Son Will Suc- 
ceed Him.

London, August 24.—When General 
Booth stated that the same electric 
fiash that carried the news of his death 
would announce that a new general of 
the Salvation Army lived, he spoke 
with a precision to which further in- 
quiries amply. testify. 

Mr. Bramwell Booth, the ‘eldest son 
of General Booth, will prgbably suc- 
ceed hig father as chief of the Salva- 
tion Army. The legal papers announc- 
ing the appointment lie sealéd up in 
the vaults of Messrs. Rangér, Burton & 
Frost, solicitors, Fenchurch street, 
London. On the death of the general 
the envelope will be opened, and the 
successor’s name will be published to 
the world simultaneously with the 
news of the general's death. 

These details were learned by @ re- 
porter, who arrived with General Booth 
on his motor tour at Chorley, Lanca- 
shire. At the same time the 
porter was authorized to state that the 
executive management of the Salvation 
Army will not in future be vested in 
a board of numerous airectorg But will 
remain as it is now, under the general- 
ship of one man. Mr. Bramwell Booth 
is generally concéded to be his father’s 
first choice, but the general has select- 
ed two others in case of the death of 
the first. The second and third in the 
list are stated on good authority to be 
Commissioner Henry Howard, of Lon- 
don, and Commissioner Booth Tucker, 
the general's son-in-law. 

All Preparations Made. 

General Booth’s own comment on the 
situation in the event of his death i» 
as follows: “Many people nave said 
to me, ‘Well, general, you can’t expect 
to live for ever, you know. You must 
die some time. What is going to be- 
come of the Salvatfon Army when you 
are dead?” My answer to this is sim- 
ple: I would be foolish indeed if after 
building up a great organization I aid 
not take the necessary steps towards 
its perpetuation. I would be lacking 
good sense if I had not alreudy made 
all preparations that best legal skill 
could devise. All these preparations 
are made. 

‘But I want to say I am not dead yet; 
on the contrary, 1 have a lot of fight 
in me stil.” 

‘General Booth had the appointment 
of his own successor, and only he and 
his solicitors. know definitely. who it 
will be,” said the general's closest ad- 
visers. AS a precaution, he has select- 
ed three names, placed in the order of 
their preference. His son is generally

known as his favorite. Except for its 
having a new leacer, the Salvation 
Army, after the general’s death, will go 
on exactly as it does now. There will 
fnot be a hitch or a dispute as to lead- 
trship or even a vacant presiaing 
chair. 
Finances Not Affected. 

“The finances will not be affected, 
and, in fact, legal papers have been 
drawn up in such a way that no detail 
of the great organization will be al- 
tered in any part of the world. Alto- 
gether, the Salvation Army may be said 
to have made more plans for its future 
than any other organization in the 
world’s history.” 

Mr. Bramwell Booth, the eldest of 
the general's three sons, is fifty years 
of age, and now bears the title of chief 
of staff. He frequently joins his father 
in his motor tours. As a demonstra- 
tion of how, in his seventy-ninth year, 
General Booth crowds his time with 
work, here is what he did yesterday:

required the president to hold a meet- 
ing of accusation. When Morichini ap- 
peared he found himself surrounded 
by the members, each of whom held 
in his hand a copy of “Semi Su Pietre,” 
his finger, or a book mark, indicating 
the page which he particularly re- 
sented. One declared the opinions 
heretical; another denounced the au- 
thor for picturing his mother; a third 
had recognized a too faithful picture 
of himself. .Thick and fast rained 
down the accusations and fiercer grew 
the anger. 

The author volunteered to resign 
from the club, but declined to retract 
his opinions. He was- just departing 
when a young man who had entirely 
misread a certain sentence, sprang on 
young Morichini and dealt him a vio- 
lent blow on the head. 

The following day -the affair, of 
course, was noticed in the papers, and, 
as quickly as the mail could bring it, 
came a letter to Morichini from Fogaz- 
varo aesuring him that he had written 
a book of great promise, and one which 
should have brought him a better re- 
ward than a whack on the _ head. 
Fogazzaro added that he would see 
Morichini later in Rome. 

Early in July he appeared, and, to 
his surprise, found that the author of 
“Semi Su Pietre,”’ a book of deep 
thought and erudition, is a youth of 
2!, with a face much like George Eliot, 
who confessed that at I4 he began to 
think upon and discuss philosophical 
Bubjects. “Semi Su Pietre” was writ- 
ten when he was 20 and published, as 
he savs, “On the day I became a man.” 

logazzaro praised “Semi Su Pietre,” 
and assured Morichini that, while the 
theme was similiar to his own in “Il 
Santo,” as it was written before the 
publication of that famous’ volume, 
there could be no question of its en- 
tire originality. Fogazzaro spent some 
time in talk with his. new rival, and 
even discussed literary affairs of his 
own with him. “Semi Su Pietre” is 
now in its second edition, and, curious- 
ly enough, while written by a “Black,” 
has had some of its best notices from 
liberal papers. 

The young author defends it on the 
ground that literary work, to be of 
any lasting value, must depict life as 
it is. The defect of modern Italian 
literature, he says, is that its charac- 
ters are creations of the imagination, 
and lack the flesh and blood vitality 
of reality. The whack he received on 
the head would go to show that he 
has succeeded in copying nature well 
enough, at“any rate, to be recognized. 
One of the chief characters in the 
book, Don Fabrizio, a priest, who en- 
deavers to sow the seed which gives 
the book its name, is the portrait of 
a certain ecclesiastic in Rome, of 
visionary ideas, who endeavored, as de- 
scribed in the book, to reform the 
church through a group of young men.

The industrial and child labor commit- 
tee of the general federation asks the | 
federated clubs to give earnest consider- | 
ation to the outline of a program of work | 
and study of the two chief topics assig™- | 
ed to our committee, and upon’ which we> 
shall be expected to report-at the next 
Biennial. 

Club women often ask, “What can I 
do to help aibolish child labor?” “What | 
can I do to help the wage-earning 
women?” 

In the first place, those seeking to help 
must understand conditions, and in order 
to do that, some study of the question 
is necessary. This is best accomplished 
through committees formed for this spe- 
cific work, or a study class where com- | 
mittees are not practicable. Such com- 
mittee or class should first find out what 
agencies, if any, are at work in their | 
communities for the protection of chil- | 
dren and women, and, if possible, should | 
cooperate to some extent with them. | 

Assistant for obtaining data can be se- | 
cured from the state labor department, | 
the school authorities, the board of | 
health and philanthropic or charitable | 
gancies. Any one desiring to make a | 
more exhaustive study of child labor can 
obtain a list of helpful books from the 
chairman. 

The working women of the country— 
half of whom are under 25 years—should, 
as the future mothers of the nation, be 
protected by law from injurious over- 
work or improper conditions of labor.

Story of the Salzburgers. 

On the twelfth day of March, 173M, 
there landed at Savannah a band of im- 
migrants from the valleys of the Teffe- 
Teck, in the archbishopric of Salzburg, 
Germany, from which fact they have 
@ince been known in Georgia as Salz- 
Burgers. 

The -rople had been sorely _per- 
Becuted in Germany because of their re- 
ligious belief. Their condition appealed 
to General James Edward Oglethorpe, 
who invited them to come to his newly 
founded colony; an invitation that was 
gratefully accepted by the friendiless 
Outcasts.
